As stated the une* dness is 
on account of a resolution adopted at 
the national convention at Trenton, 
N. J. 
This article claims 
the 
boss 
packer, according to the resolution, 
without any reduction In the uniform 
scale, is asked to accept a reduction 
In wages. 
Now I am unable to see 
why, as he will be paid according to 
the uniform list agreed to by tjie Bro­ 
therhood and the m anufacturers’ con­ 
ference. 
But the bone of contention is 
here: 
Ever since the pottery indus­

could do; consequently he has hired 
his help at the rate of $2.50 per day 
This, the boss packers claim, is accord 
ing to the uniform scale, which is not 
the case,

boss packer working at $3 per day 
which is 
given in the scale? 
This 
sam** scale refers to car work exclu 
slvely. 
Th*: day wage packer receives 
his $2.50 
per day and whether 
th*

$4 or $5, he receives his $2.50.

balance goes to th** boss packer.
